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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to papers filed on June 19, 2008. 

Claim 1 has been amended. 

Claims 5 and 11-30 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1-4, 6-10 are pending. 

Claims 1-4, 6-10 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

2. As to claim 1 the claim teaches a method of displaying a sample/retail product to 
a customer when a customer is identified as being within proximity of the product on 
display. When the customer come in proximity of the product the customer ID is used to 
access a database indicating the customer preferences. When there is a product that 
matches the user preference and is in proximity of the customer a computer projector 
illuminates the actual sample product. The method requires both the customer identifier 
and the display unit to be located on the actual retail display fixture with the sample 
product. 

3. The prior art of record 20002001 31 44 Waters; 2001 0028301 Gieger and 
20050122564 Zehner teach a method of identify a customer and either displaying 
promotions available on a shopping cart telling the customer what isle a product is 
located. The prior art of record additionally teaches identifying a customer and 
displaying a light at the end of the isle in which the product is available. However, the 
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prior art of record fails to teach alone or in combination identifying the customer at the 
actual retail fixture with the display unit as a computer projector on the same retail 
fixture as the ID unit and illuminating the sample product on the same retail fixture. 
4. As to claims 2-4 and 6-10 they are deemed allowable as they depend from the 
allowable independent claim.
